In the belief that you may be interested, liberty is taken of 
addressing this letter to you. Your name hag been secured 
from the membership list of the British Numismatic Society. 


The coin has been pronounced by the custodian of the 
coin room at the Philadelphia Mint, U.S.A. to be of the reign 
of either Ptolemy II, B.C. 285-247 or of Ptolemy VIII, B.C. 
170-117, and to be of an alloy of gold and copper and probably 
bronze, Of an alloy not Imown today. 


the said custodian solicited its donation to the coin 
exhibit at the Mint, but the writer's client did not see fit 
to make guch donation. The impression given by the custodian 
was that the coin was of exceedingly great rarity and one not 
included in the Government‘s colk ction. 


After close examination of the coin and comparing it 
with numerous illustrations and descriptions of other coins of 
the ftolemies the writer hazards the following description: 


On the obverse side is a profile probably of 4eus with straight 
nose sharply defined, deeply accentuated eye-socket, full flow- 
ing beard and either waving hair or a helmet. Diagonally 
extending from the forehead to the edge is what appears to be 

a crack, which does not penetrate the surface of the coin to 
any considerable depth. the edge of the obverse side is well 
rounded. On the reverse side, the edge of which is much 
sharper than the other side, are two birds, probably eagles 
seated on or clutching an object probably the fulmen. un 

the left rim appear the following characters: HT°AE MA'*#v 


The last three of these letters are somewhat obscure. Between 


these and the front of the leftmost bird is a design similar 
to the following:

On the right rim the letters appear to be eight in number 
but are not as clearly defined as those on the other rim.

The diameter of the coin on its reverse side is slightly 
larger than on the obverse. The general ghape is circular, 
slightly smaller than the American haif dollar but irregular, 
and at top larger than at the lower portion. In thickness 
it is about 3/16 in. in the center of the coin on the 
Obverse and reverse sides is punched a slight hole which does 
not penetrate the coine
